The dinner that is to m ark the open­ 
ing of the Lawmen’s Missionary con­ 
vention at Indianapolis on the night of 
April 12 prom ises to be the m ost no­ 
table feast in the* church history of In­ 
diana. 
The dinner will be open to lay­ 
m en from all churches in all parts of 
the state, and the effort is m aking to 
have at least 2,000 churchm en at the 
table. 
The entertainm ent committee 
of the Indianapolis convention 
has 
promised the general com m ittee that 
it will take care of all the laymen in 
comfort who attend the dinner. 
Tom­ 
linson Hall, with the largest capacity 
of any auditorium in Indiana, has been 
engaged for the dinner as well 
as for 
th e sessions of the convention on the 
following two days. 
The prom oters of the dinner have j 
carefully estim ated 
the capacity of , 
Tomlinson Hall, w here m any notable j 
political conventions, music festivals j 
and other larger gatherings have been I 
held, and if the attendance of church- ! 
men makes it necessary, the corridoT 
as well as the main hall will be given j 
over to the laymen at the feast. 
The 
balconies and gallery, which will seat \ 
perhaps 2 000. will also he open to lay- ! 
men who desire to hear the orators of j 
the occasion. 
The convention 
of the 
Laym en’s | 
M issionary Movement will be an edu- j 
catlonal affair—to educate the busi- j 
ness men of Indiana that the respon­ 
sibility for the evangelization of the ! 
world is a responsibility which rests j 
upon the laymen of America, and the , 
speakers at the opening dinner will j 
follow this trend of thought in their j 
discussions. 
Some of the star speak- j 
ers who are to be heard at the Indian­ 
apolis convention will be the after-din­ 
ner orators. 
One of them will be 
J. Campbell White, one of the world's 
most conspicuous m issionary authori­ 
ties. 
H e is one of the founders of the 
Laym en’s Missionary Movement which 
is now sweeping the cities of the 
United States like a prairie fire, and 
be is also general secretary of the 
movement. 
He has been in public 1 
Christian work for the last tw enty ! 
years. 
Mr. W hite w-as graduated in 
1890 
from the University of Wooster, Ohio, 
j 
For the next two years he traveled 
among 
the colleges 
of 
the 
United ! 
States, one year as college secretary j 
of the international secretary of the j 
Young 
Men’s 
Christian 
Association ' 
and one year as secretary of the Stu- j 
dent Volunteer Movement. 
A fter a 
year of special study he went to Cal- 
j 
cutta, India, as pioneer secretary of 
the Y. M. C. A. in that city, w here he j 
worked until 1903.

years he was associated with mission-

He returned to America at the call 
of his own church to assist in placing 
its missionary work upon a more ade­ 
quate basis, and was one of the organ­ 
izers of the m en’s movement in his 
own denomination. 
At a m eeting held on Nov. 15, 1906, 
at 
which 
the Laym en’s 
Missionary 
Movement was organized, Mr. W hite 
gave th e only address made on that 
historic occasion. 
He was at once 
called to the leadership of the move­ 
ment and has been its general secre­ 
tary from the beginning. 
He has ad­ 
dressed all of the great conventions 
held under the auspices of the move­ 
ment. 
Hp was one o f the deputation 
which in 1907 visited Great Britain 
and organized national com m ittees of 
the movem ent in England and Scot­ 
land.

A fter being imprisoned several times 
he came to the United States in 1875 
and lived in a colony of farm ers in 
K ansas for tw o years.

to Philadelphia and later worked as 
a carpenter in a shipyard in Chester, 
Pa. 
A fter th a t he was in a colony 
of Shakers near Mount Morris, N. 
and then he returned to Europe.

Miracle Stops Flow of Lava. 


Catania, March 2G.—The lava a d ­ 
vancing toward Borelli reached within 
two miles of #the town, when it sud­ 
denly changeu its direction and flowed 
around the hill. 
It is now descend­ 
ing in the direction of Nicolosi, the in­ 
habitants of which thought themselves 
safe. 
They held a thanksgiving serv­ 
ice yesterday, but are now terror- 
stricken. 
Their only hope is that the 
progress of the stream will be impeded 
by Monti Rossi, but the lava at pres­ 
ent is heading straight for Nicolosi. It 
is causing much damage. 
It has ob­ 
literated every trace of five large, 
prosperous fa. ms. 
The inhabitants of Borelli ascribe 
their deliverance to the miraculous in­ 
tervention of the images of the town’s 
patron saint, which were freely scat­ 
tered over the fields and placed in the 
lava’s path. 
A sudden change in the 
direction of the stream occurred in 
the same locality where the eruption 
of 1822 stopped near a rustic shrine 
consisting of three altars, on which 
images of the Madonna and saints are 
painted. 
The coincidence is consider­ 
ed miraculous. 
The crater at Volta San Girolamo is 
still the most active of any of the open­ 
ings. Besides the emission of the lava 
It is discharging so-called bombs which 


are hurled high in the air, exploding 
with loud reports resembling a heavy 
bombardment. 
Nicolosi 
is 
packed with 
tourists, 
mainly British and Americans, who 
have flocked to witness the eruption 
Lines of soldiers are employed to keep 
the tourists back from places of dan­ 
ger. 
The attitude of the visitors con 
trasts strangely with that of the in­ 
habitants, whose abject terror and an­ 
guish are heartrending. Their prayers 
for protection are interspersed with 
curses against the lava, while the 
sightseers are filled with admiration 
of the mighty display of the forces of 
nature. 
Cardinal Francis Nava, archbishop 
of Catania, is taking from Catania the 
miraculous veil of St. Agatha to Nic­ 
olosi and Belpasso. 
The inhabitants 
believe that it will stop the flow of 
lava.

The fire started from an explosion 
It burned for three hours, threatening 
to spread to other buildings adjoining 
but after a stubborn fight was extin­ 
guished. 
Leo Stoecker, an employe of 
the firm, was arrested by Detectiv e 
Horn in the crowd of spectators while 
the fire was in progress.

Hickory Association, the P. S. 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture has just com­ 
pleted a canvass of the 
principal 
hickory-using establishments to ascer­ 
tain their annual requirements. 
In the iast few years the users of 
hickory have 
become 
very 
much 
alarmed over the decreasing supply: 
so far, however, it has been impossible 
to get satisfactory statistics either of 
the total quantity 
of hickory yet 
standing in the forests 
or of the 
amount used each 
year. 
This is 
partly because a great deal of hickory 
is cut by small portable or by station­ 
ary mills, which, after consuming all 
the timber within a radius of from two 
to eight miles are either sold or moved 
to new points. 
Much hickory is also 
split into billets for Spokes, handles, 
etc., instead of being sawed iDto lum­ 
ber. 
Altogether, therefore, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to make even a fair 
estimate of the total hickory consump­ 
tion.
